ST.PAUL’S EXPERIENCE WITH 
RISEN CHRIST 


Introduction : Life of StPaul 

Paul is an outstanding missionary and theologian ever lived 
in the history of the Christian church. There is a happy blending 
of his missionary zeal with his creative reflection on the 
redemptive love of God for salvation. Paul, the apostle, was 
born about the same time as our Lord. His circumcision name 
was Saul, and probably the name Paul was also given to him in 
infancy “for use in the Gentile world,” as “Saul” would be his 
Hebrew home-name. He was a native of Tarsus, the capital 
of Cilicia, a Roman province in the southeast of Asia Minor 
(Acts 9:11). Paul was sent to the Jewish school of learning at 
Jerusalem to study law. He was around 13 when he began his 
studies under the well-known Gamaliel. Gamaliel was a rabbi 
and very educated. After his studies he returned to Tarsus but 
soon after the death of Christ he returned to Jerusalem where 
Christianity was becoming wide-spread. Paul’s experience of 


the risen Christ brought with it 
recognition that his people’s 
messianic hope was fulfilled, that the 
new age of the kingdom of God and 
the resurrection of the dead had 
begun, and that the time of God’s 
blessing through Abraham to all 
nations had come. Therefore, Paul’s 
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claim to be an apostle is so important to him 
because it authorises him to be an authentic, Christ 
- appointed interpreter, of the gospel. 

Conversion Experience of St.Paul in Bible 

The conversion experience is recorded in three 
location in acts of apostles: first in acts 9:3-9, where 
Luke records it as an historical event in the history 
of the early church; then, in acts 22: 6-16,where 
Paul, in the temple in Jerusalem, tells his fellow 
Jews of his encounter with the risen Christ; and 
then, in acts 26:9- 
23, where Paul, 
during his hearing 
before king 
Agrippa, gives an 
account of his 
change from 
persecutor of 
Christ to an 
apostle of Christ. 

Paul says that 
risen Jesus 
revealed to 
himself to him. 

Luke claims (Acts 
9:3; 22:6; 26:12) 
and Paul implies 
(Gal 1:17c; cf. 2 
Cor 11:32-33) that 
the incident 
occurred near 
Damascus. In 
Galatians (1:11- 
17), Paul 

attributes both the 
content of the Law-free gospel he preached 
among the nations and the commission to preach 
it to a ‘revelation from Jesus Christ’, which he 
did not receive via any human agency (1:11-12). 

Nature of conversion experience 

Paul saw Jesus alive. (ICorinthians 9:1; 15:5- 
8; Acts 9:17; 26:16). We can see that in each 
references he uses the Greek word hora ’o, which 
means to literally see something. Paul actually 
saw something in the midst of that brilliant 
illumination or great light on the road to Damascus 
and that was something of another existence; an 
otherworldly or heavenly “someone,” who 
^ identified himself as “Jesus of Nazareth”(Acts 

k_ 


22:8) and this was someone who crucified 
Messiah, revealed to Paul as a risen lord. For a 
Jew we can see that most natural and common 
understanding of such a manifestation that he was 
seeing “ the glory of God.” The Hebrew word for 
glory is kabod , meaning the radiance or 
illumination of god’s presence; as was the case 
with the shechinah that appeared to the children 
of Israel in the Sinai desert (Exodus 15:11; 16:7- 
19; 24:16-17; 33:18-23). Also in new testament 
the glory of god is often a physical manifestation 

of his presence ( 
2 Cor 3:7-19, Col 
3:4; 1 Tim3:16.)in 
Hebrews the 
writer says that, 
“the son is the 
radiance of god’s 
glory and the 
exact 
representation of 
his being,” .The 
bible says that 
Paul’s conversion 
experience was 
an encounter with 
the risen Christ. 

Calling of Paul 

It was high 
noon. Unlike most 
travellers, he 
forbore to spend 
even an hour in 
the retirement of 
his tent for shelter 
from the downward rays of the sun, piercing like 
swords, and all air was breathless with the heat. 
Suddenly the little cavalcade left the stony wastes 
over which the track had lain, and began to pass 
beneath “the nickering shadows of ancient olives,” 
whilst Damascus suddenly came into groves 
making an emerald setting for its roofs and white 
glistening .The goal of his journey was well in sight. 
Within an hour or two he would be within the gates, 
and traversing the street called straight, to deliver 
his commission to the authorities, and to ascertain 
the best point for commencing proceedings. ‘But 
suddenly a great light above the brightness of 
Syrian noontide sun shone around him; and a 
voice, amid the blaze, unintelligible and inarticulate 
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to his companions, though clear enough to himself, 
was heard, speaking in the familiar Aramaic, and 
calling him by name’. 

Glory of God : A Light too Bright 

We can be say that it is doubtless that in the 
light of the passages, the origin of that light came 
from straight from the face of the glorified saviour. 
With some such light as this, it had become 
illumined on the mount of transfiguration, when 
His face did shine as sun, and his garments grew 
white as the light, and all the snows around 
reflected the golden sheen. Something on the same 
beauty and splendour was described by John in 
after years, when he tells of the vision given him 
in Patmos; but even this must have fallen far

However that light fell upon his path, he 
suddenly awoke to discover that, instead of serving 
God, he was in collision with Him, and was actually 
uprooting and ravaging that for which the Son of 
His love had expended tears and blood. That light 
also revealed to him the course of his future life. 
Henceforth he was to be a minister and a witness 
of those things which he had seen, and of those in 
which Christ would still appear to him. Damascus 
Road Revelation, changes Paul’s life forever. 
Suddenly Jesus outranks Moses. This is unheard 
of for a Rabbinically trained Jew. Suddenly all of 
Paul’s ambitions, relatives, friends, and status in 
the Jewish community - and all his former beliefs, 
assumptions, do not mean as much to him as Jesus 
does. And until this encounter, this is the Jesus 
that Paul had assumed was a dead heretic, a 
blasphemer, an enemy of Judaism. There are no 
sufficient words. But after the Damascus Road, 
Paul knows that Jesus is alive or resurrected, he 
knows that Jesus is God’s Messiah. And Paul also 
knows a thing un-thinkable before this encounter 
had taken place: he knows that he himself is to be 
sent - that he is to spend the rest of his life as a 
Messenger-Apostle, of this Jesus, especially to 
the Gentiles. 

Conclusion 


behind master’s actual appearance on the way 
to Damascus. In the light of that moment apostle 
saw many things. It was like a sudden flashlight 
flung over an abyss, revealing secret things which 
had been entirely hidden, or but dimly understood. 
Through the glory of that light he became 
convinced of the truth of Christianity. His objection 
to Christianity was not that Jesus of Nazareth had 
been crucified. His blameless life; his teaching of 
the spirituality and unity of the divine nature; his 
belief in the resurrection of the dead; his fearless 
exposure of what was false and vicious, would 
even have attracted his admiration. There was 
only one thing that could convince him. He must 
see this Jesus of Nazareth, whom he knew to have 
been crucified, living on the other side of death: 
he must be able to recognise and establish His 
identity: he must hear him speak. The glory of 
God on the face of Jesus was above the brightness 
of any previous dispensation. 


Paul’s claim to apostleship rests on his 
encounter with the Risen Jesus on the Damascus 
Road - a “spiritual experience” that takes place 
a year or two after Easter, not a day or a week 
after Easter. Paul is not the only one “untimely 
born.” (I Corinthians 15:8) Any of us may 
encounter the Risen Christ at any time, in any 
place, in any situation - all through time. Life in 
Christ Jesus, the Holy Spirit leading and guiding 
the church, is the dynamism that drives the 
Christian Life. This is the huge truth that makes it 
all not merely true “back then,” but just as true 
today - for anyone who is willing to allow, to 
cooperate with, to open themselves to the presence 
of the Risen Jesus. From this moment on, Saul of 
Tarsus saw himself as a man who had been 
apprehended by the risen Jesus, who had become 
a devoted servant to this one he now confessed 
as “Lord”-’M donai!”. He was now a new 
creation in Christ, the old had gone, all things had 
become new!.. (2 Cor 5:17). 
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SAINT PETER IN WEST SYRIAC 
LITURGICAL TRADITION 


T 

1 he idea of the Primacy of 
the Pope set forth in the decrees 
of the first Vatican Council of 
1870 is perhaps the most crucial 
subject discussed in the 
dialogues between the Catholics 
and the eastern and the Oriental 
Orthodox Christians. [E.g.XIth 
session of the Plenary of the 
International mixed Commission 
for the Theological Dialogue 
between the Catholic Church 
and the Orthodox Church, 
Patmos, Greece, 16-23 October 
2009 & Xllth Session in Vienna, 
20 to 27 September 2010] 1 

Since its promulgation, the 
Catholic theologians have 
defended it, quoting evidences 
from the biblical, patristic, 
canonical and liturgical sources, 
often reading into the texts a 
developed concept of primacy. 
The Syrian Catholic Bishop 
H.E.Cyril Behnam Benni [Arch 
bishop of Mosul 1861-92; Syrian 
catholic Patriarch 1892-97] an 
ardent defender of the Petrine 
primacy at the first Vatican 
Council of 1870, had made an 
impressive collection of Syriac 
sources, in order to support his 
arguments 2 . For the past 140 
years, Mgr.Benni’s work was 
never been the subject of a 
critical evaluation. 

The West Syriac liturgical 
tradition acknowledges St Peter 
as the first among the apostles. 
Thus he is called ‘the chief of 
the apostles’ (risho d-slihe). 
The so-called Petrine texts 
(Math. 16:18-19; Luke 22:32; 
John 21:15 -17) are often quoted 


in the prayers and hymns along with other 
New Testament allusions to St Peter. Thus 
the key words in the Catholic teaching on 
‘Petrine Primacy’ such as ‘keys’, ‘faith 
of Peter’ and ‘rock’ occur in the Syriac 
liturgical texts. 

Syriac tradition speaks of ‘the place 
of honour’ that St Peter occupied among 
the apostles. But he was never seen as 
‘superior’ to his fellow apostles. The texts 
that speak of ‘the place of honour’ that 
St Peter occupied shall be understood in 
relation to numerous other passages that 

Fr.Dr. B.Varghese 
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highlight the ministry of the apostles and various 
ministers. Sometimes the encomium or eulogy of 
Peter is part of the poetical style of the prayers 
and other liturgical texts, which compare and 
contrast biblical figures precisely to meditate on 
the mystery of salvation and to praise God. 

In the Weekly Breviary Shehimo or the Book 
of Common Prayer the Evening ( Ramso ) and 
Morning ( Sapro ) have certain themes that recur: 
e.g. Mother of God, Saints, and Penitence, 
departed. Occasional references to St Peter 
appear under the section ‘Saints’, along with other 
apostles, especially with St Paul or St John the 
Baptist. A prayer of Monday evening provides the 
example: 

“Simon the head of the apostles, and Paul the 
elect and John who baptized your Lord, be 
intercessors on behalf of the flock which you fed 
by the waters of faith, and lead it to pasture” 3 . 

The main themes of the texts are not often St 
Peter and never his primacy. Let us quote a text 
from Monday Night Second Qaumo : 

“We remember Moses the fountainhead of 
prophecy and Simon, head of the apostles, and 
Paul the master-builder, who wrote to us in a letter 
to the Romans, that we should take part in the 
remembrance of the just, who loved God with all 
their heart; by their prayer and their petition may 
mercy be shown to us, halleluiah, may their prayer 
assist us. 

Moses is the head of the Old, Simon of the 
New; both resemble one another and God dwelt 
in them. Moses brought down the tables of the 
Law, Simon received the keys of the kingdom; 
Moses built the earthly tabernacle, Simon built the 
Church, for the Old and the New, glory to you, O 
Lord, halleluiah, may their prayer assist us” 4 . [The 
next two stanzas speak of the martyrs, St Stephen, 
George, Sergius, Kuriakose, Julitta, Shmouni and 
the forty martyrs] 

The theme of Monday Night Second Qaumo 
is the saints. It is in that context that St Peter is 
remembered. Here the imagery of building the 
Church has been associated to St Paul as well as 
St Peter. In fact these two apostles appear 
together in a number of liturgical texts. Thus the 
fourth diptych speaks of “the exalted chiefs of 
the apostles St Peter and St Paul”. It shall be noted 
that the main goal of this diptych is not to teach 

k_ 


the doctrine of the ‘primacy’ of these two apostles, 
but to commemorate the Mother of God, the 
prophets and the apostles, the preachers and 
Evangelists, the martyrs and confessors. Along 
with them St John the Baptist, St Stephen and St 
Peter and St Paul are commemorated. In the 
inaudible prayer that accompanies the fourth 
diptych, there is no reference to Peter and Paul. 
The prayer simply speaks of the ‘apostles’. In 
fact in the Syrian Orthodox anaphoras, the 
inaudible prayer that accompanies the fourth 
diptych does not mention St Peter by name. The 
Anaphora of Julius of Rome is an exception. The 
inaudible prayer reads: 

“Remember O Lord, all the bishops, orthodox 
doctors of Your Holy Church who have already 
departed.... From Peter, the chief of the apostles 
until today” 5 . 

This is an isolated example and cannot support 
the any argument related to the primacy of Peter. 
In the Anaphora of Abraham Nahshirtono (‘the 
Hunter’), the same prayer reads: 

“Remember O Lord, all those who have ruled 
over Your Holy Church from Mar Jacob until 
today” 6 . 

The Anaphora of the Twelve Apostles ( St 
Luke) speaks of “John the Baptist and Stephen 
the head of the deacons”, (also the anaphoras of 
St John Chrysostom and the Mkanashto) 

The fourth diptych provides the key to 
understand the question of Peter’s position. The 
Blessed apostle Peter is commemorated as one 
of the leading figures among the saints, but not as 
their head. The ‘General prayer’ of the 
preparation rites (which commemorates “all those 
who, since the world began, have been well¬ 
pleasing to Thee from our father Adam even unto 
this day”) does not speak of Peter. 

A text in the liturgy of the marriage speaks 
Christ entrusting the care of the Church to St Peter 
along with St John: “When the heavenly 
Bridegroom betrothed the faithful Holy Church, 
he called Simon and John and entrusted her to 
both of them (< aga ’el w-yahboh lathraihun). He 
made Simon the steward of the House ( rab 
baitho ) and John the preacher (of the Gospel). 
He called them and commanded them: you shall 
guard diligently the (church) that I have purchased 
with my precious blood” 7 . 
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When the Malayalam translation was rendered 
into verses, the original sense was completely lost, 
which is often quoted by those who defend the 
doctrine of Petrine primacy. 

St Peter in the Liturgical year 

It is interesting to note that in the Syrian 
Orthodox liturgical year there is no feast of St 
Peter. The ‘chief of the apostle’ is commemorated 
along with St Paul on June 29. There are a good 
number of ancient Syriac calendars that have 
come down to us. None of them contains a feast 
of St Peter. There is even a feast of St Andrew, 
brother of St Peter (Nov. 30). There are feasts of 
St Thomas (July 3; Sept 10); John the Evangelist 
(Sept. 26; Oct 5; Dec. 15; May 8); Philip (Nov. 
14), Simon the Zealot (May 10), Mathew (Nov 
16), Judas (Jan 27). The New Testament figures 
such as Philemon (Nov 22), Timothy (Jan 21), 
Onesimos (Feb 15), Jason (April 28) are 
commemorated as apostles.. Even the Old 
Testament minor prophets are commemorated: 
Nahum (Dec.l); Habakkuk (Dec 2); Zephaniah 
(Dec.3). 

In the earliest arrangement of the liturgical 
calendars, the most important feasts are placed 
closer to the feasts of Nativity and Epiphany. Thus 
the glorification of Theotokos (Dec. 26), the 
beheading of John the Baptist (Jan. 7) and the 
martyrdom of St Stephen (Jan 8), the oldest among 
the feasts of the saints are widely celebrated. 
According to a number of ancient sources, the 
feast of Jacob, brother of our Lord was celebrated 
on 28 th December. The position of the feast of St 
Peter and St Paul outside this cycle is not without 
significance. 

125 Homilies of Severus of Antioch (d. 536) 
have come down to us. Apparently a feast of St 
Peter did not exist in his days. Severus had 
preached homilies on John the Baptist (Horn. 32; 
61) and on the memory of St Thomas (Horn. 28 
preached on July 3,513). We have three homilies 
on ‘Golden Friday (Horn. 74; 92 ) Homily 74 is 
based on Acts 3:1-2. But no special honour has 
been attributed to St Peter. Homily 124 is on Math. 
16:13 (‘Who do men say that the Son of man is?). 
No primacy is attributed to St Peter and to the 
see of Antioch. In homily 124, the main emphasis 
is on the orthodox faith and in it, Severus says: “ 
If some one confesses Christ in the say was as 
Peter had confessed, he removes the ‘veil of flesh’ 


(spread) on his heart, and associates with the 
revelation of the Father in heaven” 8 . 

Homily 81 (on Mathew 17:23: on paying 
didrachma) makes no special comments on the 
role of Peter in paying the didrachma 9 . 

St Peter as one among the twelve apostles 

In the New Testament, the titles ‘rock’, ‘head’, 
‘shepherd’ and ‘bridegroom’ are used for Christ 
and some of them are associated with the ministry 
of the apostles and later with that of the bishops. 
The metaphors ‘son’ and ‘anointed’ are used for 
the believers. The title “only begotten” (Ihydoyo) 
is used for the monks. Among these titles, ‘rock’ 
is often discussed in relation to the ‘Petrine 
primacy’. In the liturgical texts, the imagery of 
rock is used with different meanings. 

The liturgical texts unequivocally say that the 
Church is founded upon Christ, the Rock (cfr. 
ICor. 10:4). In the Sedro of the Kudosh ‘edtho 
(Consecration of the Church), we find: 

“ Praise to You and thanksgiving to You, Jesus 
Christ, the unshakable rock of truth on which the 
holy Church is established, rock of Moses which 
gave forth twelve streams to quench the thirst of 
Israel” 10 . 

The same idea is found in the inaudible prayer 
that accompanies the lifting up of the veil in the 
anaphora: “Thou art the rock of flint, sent forth 
twelve streams of water for the twelve tribes of 
Israel”. 

Elsewhere, the imagery of rock is used to refer 
to the faith: “Your Holy Church, which is firmly 
established on the rock of faith” 11 . 

The Church says: “ On that rock (i.e. faith) at 
the house of Simon, the head of the apostles, I am 
built and I am not afraid, the Church answered 
and said..” 12 . 

The rock which brought forth the streams is 
the image of Mary: 

“ The rock which brought forth streams in the 
desert was clearly a figure ( tupso ) of you, holy 
virgin, from whom came forth in the creation the 
Son of God, who is the true rock, as Paul said” 13 . 

The title rock is used for St Peter as well: 


“ On Simon, the rock, our Lord built the Church 
and on seventy two pillars he set it up; it is more 
high and lofty that the mountain of Cardu; the 
architect, who built it, has his dwelling on high

halleluiah, blessed is he who built the Church and 
set up the altar in it” 14 . 

This passage is part of the section on the saints. 
The text is a meditation on the mystery of the 
Church and the place of the saints in it. Thus in 
the previous stanza we find: 

“At your door, O Church, watchers stand by 
night and by day, and guard you from the evil one; 
Simon, the foundation, and Paul, the architect, and 
John, who was the friend of the bridegroom, 
halleluiah, and David, the harp of the Holy Spirit” 15 . 

These texts do not signify any primacy of Peter, 
for elsewhere the same ideas are used in a general 
sense: 

“ Peace be with the prophets, apostles and 
martyrs, builders of faith and pillars of the holy 
Church, who endured all torments for the sake of 
our Lord...” 16 . 

A text paraphrased from the biblical accounts 
speaks of Peter’s privileged position in the Church: 
“Simon Peter was catching fish in the sea, when 
his Lord called him and thus said to him: Come, 
Simon, and I will give you a catch of the Spirit 
and you shall draw men, from death to life; and 
on you, Simon, I will build the holy Church, and 
the bars of Sheol shall not be able to prevail against 
it” 17 . This is an isolated example and shall be 
understood in relation to other texts on Peter and 
the apostles. 

In several passages, Simon Peter is presented 
as one of the apostles, without attributing any 
special significance to his place among the twelve. 
Thus in a prayer of the Holy Week we find a 
lamentation on Judas: 

“O dishonest (Judas), why have you 
disregarded the gift that the Master has given you, 
as He gave it to Simon or John? 18 ” 

Again in a passage addressed to Judas: “I have 
elected you like Simon and loved like Thomas and 
honoured like John” 19 . 

Judas had the same dignity as Peter and John: 

“O dishonest (Judas), why have you 
disregarded the gift that the Master has given you, 
as He gave it to Simon and John?” 20 

Simon is presented along with other apostles: 

“O Simon, if I do not wash your feet, you will 
have no throne among your companions” 21 .

Again: “Simon wept along with John. Mathew 
and Bartholomew cried out. With pain they 
mourned for their teacher who was about to die, 
and for the companion who mingled with the 
wicked” 22 . 

Simon Peter and Judas were compared and 
contrasted and even put at the same level: 

“One slaps on His cheek, and another spits on 
His face. One kisses (Him) and betrays. Another 
says that he does not know Him” 23 . 

On one occasion, the faith of the thief is said 
to be greater than that of Peter and John: 

“How great is the faith of the thief, who asked 
forgiveness to His Lord suspended on the tree, 
with nails on His hands and feet. He told Him: 
Forgive me my iniquity! Simon who saw Him 
renounced Him and John stood afar, but the thief 
cried out, saying: ‘Remember me O Lord, when 
You come!” 24 . 

Thus any reference to Peter shall be understood 
in the context of the idea of the ‘cloud of 
witnesses’ who are regularly evoked in the 
liturgical texts. In a Sedro of the Kudosh ‘edtho 
we find: “The Lord of the world is her (= Church’s) 
Bridegroom. John is the Bridegroom’s friend, the 
apostles and the martyrs are the wedding 
guests” 25 . 

It is interesting to note that the ‘priority’ of 
women as the first witnesses of the resurrection 
in contrast to St Peter is underscored: “He sent 
word to His apostles, that He had risen, by the 
women; it was not from Simon that the women 
received the tidings, but they who gave them to 
Simon; from women was the beginning of his 
course, His birth, His resurrection and the news 
of His resurrection” 26 . 

It is certain that the goal of the text is to 
emphasis the reality of the resurrection. Similarly, 
the texts on St Peter are aimed at narrating the 
experiences of the apostles or to point out their 
place in the Church as the prime witnesses to the 
mystery of Christ. This explains the usual 
references to St Peter along with St Paul or other 
apostles. 

The West Syriac weekly breviary always 
commemorates the apostles along with the saints 
of the Old and the New dispensations. 

In the evening of Tuesday we find (section on 
the saints): 
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“At all time we remember the prophets and 
apostles with the blessed martyrs; may their 
prayers be a strong hold to us. Prophets, apostles 
and holy fathers, may your prayers be to us a 
high wall and a house of refuge” 27 . 

The saints are the foundations of the Church: 
“ Blessed is he, who built the holy Church on the 
palm of his hands, and placed as its foundations 
the prophets, apostles and holy martyrs and 
assembled and filled her with all peoples; and 
behold, they offer praise in her by night and day. 
Blessed is he, who magnified you, prophets, 
apostles and holy martyrs, and placed your bones 
like lights within the holy Church, and honoured 
and magnified your memory here and above in 
heaven; may your prayers assist us” 28 . 

There are isolated examples in which Peter is 
singled out: 

“ In the company of Peter, we shall see you, 
our father, Mar (X), when you will say to him 
with open face; these you gave me, Lord, 
acknowledge them before your Father, even as 
they have acknowledge you” 29 . 

Peter is an example of repentance and is 
alluded to along with the thief, publican and the 
sinful woman: 

“Open to us, Lord, the door of your mercy, as 
you did to the thief, and accept our repentance, 
as you did that of the publican and the sinful 
woman, and as you pardoned Simon after he had 
denied you, pardon our offences and sins....” 30 . 

The repentance of Peter is described vividly: 

“Simon was sitting at the outer door and was 
weeping at the outer door and was weeping: Open 
Your door, O my master, for I am your disciple. 
Heaven and earth shall weep for me, for I have 
made the keys of the kingdom to be lost” 31 . 

Unlike the Latin tradition, the Syriac fathers 
do not say that The keys’ are the sole privilege of 
St Peter. According to Moses Bar Kepha, every 
bishop holds the keys. Thus in his commentary on 
Holy Myron Bar Kepha writes: “Again (the 
Myron) is given with the permission of the bishops, 
because he holds the keys of Peter and opens the 
treasury to whom he pleases” 32 . For Bar Kepha, 
‘the keys’ is a poetical expression implying no 
primacy whatsoever. Thus in the same work he 
writes: “(Myron) holds the keys of the kingdom 
of heaven” 33 . 


The theme of the first Qaumo of Monday of 
the Holy Week is “the Parable of the Vineyard” 
The prayers of this qaumo are the exposition of 
the parable and they represent an important source 
for ecclesiology. There is no reference to St Peter. 
He is not refereed to as the guardian or the keeper 
of the vineyard. The Sedro of this qaumo presents 
the Church as the vine planted in the place of 
Israel. After having narrated the planting of Israel, 
the spiritual vineyard and its destruction, the Sedro 
continues: 

“And You have planted in its place the glorious 
Vine, the Holy Church, chosen from among the 
gentiles. And You have made a fence of the 
Gospel Law around it, and adorned it with the 
angelic priesthood. You have established t with 
the high tower of the cross, and entrusted it to the 
labourers: the apostles, evangelists, shepherds, 
doctors and chosen priests, that through them she 
might offer spiritual fruits worthy of Your divinity. 
You have established Christ, the stone, rejected 
by the sons - that is by the Jewish leaders - the 
corner stone, which joins and unites the heavenly 
with the earthly beings, the people with the gentiles, 
which shakes and breaks into pieces, and shatters 
all who stumble against it” 34 . 

Conclusion 

In the prayers, St Peter is never qualified as 
the ‘the Shepherd of Christ’s flock’, nor Church 
is called ‘Peter’s flock’. He is never qualified as 
the ‘vicar of Christ’ or as the representative of 
Christ to whom other disciples are subjected to. 

The liturgical references to St Peter are far 
from being all of equal value, and it is not always 
possible to deduce from them a consistent 
ecclesiology. However, they ignore altogether 
Peter’s primacy or of his successors. 

Scriptural references to Peter have been used 
to illustrate the place of the apostles and the saints 
in the Church, and to speak of the reality of 
resurrection, firm faith, human weakness, fall and 
repentance. The references to St Peter are to be 
understood as part of the narratives on the apostles’ 
experience of the mystery of Christ and their 
reaction to it. Peter is rarely singled out, but never 
placed above the apostolic college. His title risho 
daslihe (chief of the apostles) is to be understood 
not in terms of primacy whatsoever, but rather as 
the chief among the apostles. It implies a ‘place 
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of honour’ which is not defined by the New 
Testament or by the early Christian fathers. 
Apparently, early Eastern Christian liturgical 
tradition did not attribute a privileged position to 
St Peter, similar to that of Theotokos, St John the 
Baptist and even St Stephen. Thus no separate 
feast of St Peter is attested in the Eastern liturgical 
calendars. In the Byzantine tradition, the icons of 
Theotokos and John the Baptist (‘the friend of 
the bridegroom’) occupy a special place on the 
iconostasis, a place never attributed to St Peter. 
Likewise the Syrian Orthodox Pre-anaphora 
(‘Public celebration’) begins with the acclamation: 
“ Mary who brought Thee forth, and John who 
baptized Thee shall be suppliants unto Thee in our 
behalf. Have mercy upon us”. Even in the fourth 
diptych, the saints are enumerated in the following 
order, “Mother of God, prophets, apostles, 
preachers, Evangelists, martyrs, confessors, John 
the Baptist, St Stephen and the “exalted chiefs of 
the apostles St Peter and St Paul”. 

Thus the anaphora, the prayer par excellence 
of the Church completely ignores the doctrine of 
Petrine primacy.

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THE DIASPORA

1 he term Diaspora came into use to refer to the countries, other than 
Palestine through which the Jews were scattered. It also referred to the 
Jews living in these foreign countries. In Greek the term Diaspora is similar 
to its Hebrew connotation “exile”. The Old Testament refers to exile as a 
punishment for the Israelites as a result of their turning away from God. 
As time progressed due to various persecutions and calamities, deportation 
led to the concept of Diaspora gaining ground in the Jewish context. 
Gradually the Diaspora community also included even those who voluntarily 
migrated in pursuit of greener pastures. 

In the present context the Diaspora as a community is fast taking up in 
an urban set up. Those in the metropolitan cities are well connected. But 
much needs to be done for those believers who are living in remote places 
of the country other than Kerala. The Church does seem to have its 
strategies in place to bring these places too in sync. But much needs to be 
done to give the Diaspora in India a general comfort zone. Though the 
issues are many, only some of them are addressed here. 


i 
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The language as the medium of service has always been a bone of 
contention. While the younger generation would vouch for an English 
Qurbana, the older generation believes in remaining stoic in their monopoly 
over the language row. The senior members of the Church fail to understand 
that by conducting the Holy Qurbana bi-lingual, it would widen the public 
participation to our pagan friends too. After all, making such a sacrifice is 
for our children, who are supposed to be the torch bearers of tomorrow’s 
faith. 

The Diaspora community of today is economically stable which in turn 
is both a boon and a bane. It is a boon in the sense that the community is 
upwardly mobile. A major chunk of the Diaspora is well established and 
can fund their own projects and initiatives. The same factor becomes a 
bane as it has an adverse effect on the family life. If statistical figures are 
to be believed 70% of Diaspora parents, due to their official commitments 
are unable to devote their valuable time for their family. A Diaspora kid 
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requires more care and attention as the child is 
bound to feel abandoned in an unfamiliar set-up. 

On the threshold of a new year, the Diaspora 
is sure to have a set of goals in mind. With young 
dynamic minds as assets, this organization has 
tremendous potential. The youth exuberates 
power and zeal. This youthful energy if rightly 
tapped can be an added incentive to the Church 
as a whole. Projects of the Church like 
orphanages, old age homes etc need both the time 
and monetary support of the faithful. A personal 
attention given to the inmates of such institutions 
goes a long way to bring back the lost smiles on 
their faces. 

I happened to be a part of a Diaspora 
Conference held in Aravali Retreat Centre, 
Haryana in February 2010. It surprised me to hear 
the accounts of various members regarding the 
callous attitude showed by their vicar. Though 
notices were sent to all churches in the 
metropolitan region, some vicars refused to read 
it publicly. Even senior church members fail to 
show their dedication to promote the Diaspora. 

The Church needs to take an effective step in 
bringing to the mainstream the youth who the 
Church loses after Sunday school. They are the 
reservoir of knowledge and vitality that the Church 
today badly needs. If rightly tapped they would 
contribute to the growth of the Church by leaps 
and bounds. A child who is strong in his faith is 
bound to continue likewise till the very end. 

The life of St. Paul was very much akin to the 
Diaspora of today. He was a Jew from Tarsus in 
Cecilia, a province of the Roman Empire. The 
province later became a part of the Alexandrian 
Empire. As a result Paul was in the midst of two 
cultures. He was able to gel well within the cultures 
of the land that he inhabited. At the same time he 
did not let the vice and immoral practices of the 
land accost him. The Diaspora too needs to keep 
this in mind. In an alien setting they should be 
careful not to merge with the evil mushrooming 
amidst them. They may have to confront many 
challenges as far as their religion, culture, custom 
etc. are concerned. In all this let us keep the 
example of St. Paul in mind that in spite of all 
persecutions stuck onto his own faith and was 
steadfast to it. Only such a faith and zeal towards 
Christianity will let the religion flourish and 
prosper. 


The life of the Old Testament character Joseph 
son of Jacob too is noteworthy to be emulated by 
the Diaspora. When at home Joseph was a dutiful, 
obedient son to Jacob. His purity of mind and 
innocence are his traits that draw us to him. 
Biblical scholars compare him to Jesus Christ. The 
envy of his brothers results in his being sold to 
Egyptians. In a foreign land he led an even more 
faithful and moral life. Though he was initially 
treated as a slave he maintained his calm and 
dignity. Though he got an opportunity to seduce 
his master’s wife, he still led a faithful life. No 
matter how much good he did he always got a 
negative response. But finally when luck obliged 
him he became one of the most influential 
personalities in the Egypt. At the age of thirty he 
was elevated to the post of a governor. Even 
power and authority failed to manipulate his strong 
and taut character. As a Diaspora he surely wins 
our hearts as a beacon of righteousness and piety. 

Faith in the Almighty plays a decisive factor 
not only in the life of the Diaspora but also of the 
general believer. Our faith is two pronged: One in 
God, another in oneself. That one can achieve 
his/her goals. However, today’s generation has a 
contorted view of faith. They see faith as a means 
to achieve success in their personal endeavors. 
Hard work would be put in but they expect a 
positive answer from God. In case of a negative 
response it would leads to thwarting of all faith 
with all blame to be shouldered by God. In the 
Bible the trio of Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abednego show us the perfect solution to this faith 
issue. When they are asked by the king to pay 
obeisance to an idol they refuse to oblige, and say: 

“If our God whom we serve is able to deliver 
us from the furnace of blazing fire and out of your 
hand, o king, let him deliver us. But if not, let it be 
known to you, O king that we will not serve your 
gods and we will not worship the golden statue 
thatyouhave setup”. (N.R.S.V, Daniel 3:17,18). 

Former President of U.S.A. late Franklin D. 
Roosevelt talks of the new generation in the 
following words: 

“We cannot always build the future for our 
youth, but we can build our youth for the 
future 


Though said in the 1920’s this statement is a 
stark reality even today. This lot today is a dis

illusioned lot which in turn hampers their spiritual 
as well as all round growth. The need of the hour 
is to nurture the Daniel’s and Esther’s of the 21 st 
century to spearhead the spiritual movement .with 
a dynamic and energetic mind as assets the onus 
lies on the Diaspora to bring about a quantum 
change in the spiritual realm. I would like to propose 
five things that can best help the Diaspora to bring 
in an upward movement in their spiritual life: 

1. Let your life be your message : It’s on 
purpose that I have included this as my 
first proposal. If each person were to 
discipline himself, this world would have 
been a roller coaster ride. Let’s lead the 
life that we expect to see in others. Our 
children are sure to emulate us.

Christian community is moving forward. 
However, a union in communion still 
remains a long cherished dream. The 
hope for unity with the provision for a 
common platform led to the formation of 
the World Council of Churches in 1948. 

The World Council of Churches is a 
fellowship of churches which confesses 
Lord Jesus Christ as God and Saviour 
according to the scriptures, and therefore 
seeks to fulfil together their common 
calling to the glory of the one God the 
Father, the Son and the Holy Spirit. It is 
a community of churches on the way to 
visible unity in one faith and one 
Eucharistic fellowship, expressed in 
worship and common life in Christ. It 
seeks to advance towards this unity, as 
Jesus prayed for his followers, “so that 
the world may believe.” (John 17:21). The 
World Council of Churches is the 
broadest and most inclusive among the 
many organized expressions of the 
modem ecumenical movement. 
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In 1937, church leaders agreed to establish a 
World Council of Churches, but its official 
organization was deferred by the outbreak of the 
Second World War until August 1948, where 
representatives of 147 churches assembled in 
Amsterdam to constitute the WCC. Since then, 
increasing number of churches on every continent 
has joined in this search for Christian unity. They 
have built new bridges over ancient chasms 
separating believers from one another. 

The WCC brings together 349 churches, 
denominations and church fellowships in more than 
110 countries and territories throughout the world, 
representing over 560 million Christians and 
including most of the world’s Orthodox churches, 
scores of Anglican, Baptist, Lutheran, Methodist 
and Reformed churches, as well as many United 
and Independent churches. While the bulk of the 
WCC’s founding churches were European and 
North American, today most member churches 
are in Africa, Asia, the Caribbean, Latin America, 
the Middle East and the Pacific. For its member 
churches, the WCC is a unique space: one in which 
they can reflect, speak, act, worship and work 
together, challenge and support each other, share 
and debate with each other. As members of this 
fellowship, WCC member churches: 

0 are called to the goal of visible unity in 
one faith and one Eucharistic fellowship; 

0 promote their common witness in work 
for mission and evangelism; 

0 engage in Christian service by serving 
human need, breaking down barriers between 
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people, seeking justice and peace, and GOD OF LIFE, LEAD US TO JUSTICE AND 
upholding the integrity of creation; and PEACE 


0 Foster renewal in unity, worship, 
mission and service. 

The Malankara Orthodox Church is 

one of the founding members of this world¬ 
wide ecumenical body and has been an active 
participant in all its projects and programs. The 
Church has had distinguished privilege of 
leading and occupying coveted positions at the 
WCC of the likes of the late lamented 
Metropolitan Dr. Paulose Mar Gregorios and 
Mrs. Sara Chacko being the Presidents. At 
present the Church is represented in its Central 
Committee by Fr. Dr. K. M. George, former 
Principal, Orthodox Theological Seminary, 
H.G. Dr. Yuhanon Mar Demetrius 
Metropolitan serves as a member of the 
WCC’s Committee on Education and 
Ecumenical Formation.

Down through the centuries of growth and 
spread of Christianity, it is strange how we 
ask ourselves the question “is a just and 
peaceful world possible” which in its basic 
realm is contrary to the essence of 
Christianity. Hundreds of movements today 
bring millions of people together across 
religions, ethics, geographical boundaries to 
struggle for political freedom, economic 
justice, human rights and human dignity against 
fundamentalism, cast system, patriarchal 
abuse, environmental destruction, foreign 
occupation, neo-colonization, agricultural and 
trade policies, political repression etc 

This could be the reason why the tenth 
assembly of the World Council of Churches 
to be held in Busan, South. Korea in 2013 has 
developed its theme as “GOD OF LIFE, 
LEAD US TO JUSTICE AND PEACE. It 
comes in the form of prayer. In these times 
of injustices, violence and disorder; we turn 
to the god of life to lead us. 


God’s life in us has to lead us to justice and peace.

PEACE” tends to draw a powerful image of solidarity 
and celebration creating a sense of unity and chaotic 
harmony.

BIBLE STUDY 


Introduction 

Christianity is living in a rapidly changing world, 
the changes which have far reaching significance 
under the impact of new forces and patterns of 
thought that advocates decentralisation of value 
system and knowledge parameters. It has taken 
people unaware by inculcating in them a level of 
superficiality and degraded moral structure. The 
greatest catastrophe that besets the present 
generation is the temptation of sloth. This feeling 
of sloth has corroded the possibility of commitment 
and poisoned the will by depriving it of anything in 
which to believe ultimately. The signs of the 
inherent doom are looming bright upon the nations 
which fail to discern them. Christianity as a way 
of life in Christ is called to prophesy in this 
situation to mend our ways and seek dependence 
on God. 

Words of prophet Jeremiah in Jer 31: 21, 22 
seems an apt exhortation to this world as it was 
relevant in his time. 

“Set up road signs; put up guideposts. Take 
note of the highway , the road you take. 

Return, O Virgin Israel, Return to your 
cities. 

How long will you wander, o unfaithful 
daughter? The Lord will create a new thing 
on the earth -A woman shall surround a man” 
NIV 

The decisive emphasis of book of Jeremiah is 
its summons to the world of its time to face the 
new reality which has come into being, to 
recognise the punishment that God will bring upon 
them as result of their wayward sinful life. He 
exhorts them to mend their ways and hence gain 
redemption and restitution in Him. 

Word Study 

Jeremiah strongly commands the people of 
Israel (both Israel and Judah) in vs.21 

“Return, O Virgin Israel, Return to your cities” 

The Hebrew word ‘Sub ’ is exclusively 
translated in all English versions to ‘return’ and is 
used almost 51 times in the book of Jeremiah. 
The word 4 Sub ’ has been used by different prophets 
in various meanings, viz. 

(a) Prophet Amos and Isaiah use this term 
to indicate people’s repentance; 

(b) Prophet Hosea uses this term to mark the 
return of the unfaithful bride (Israel) to her 

^husband (Yahweh).

But Jeremiah’s usage of the term is significant 
in the sense that he uses it to describe ‘return’ as 
the ‘presupposition of deliverance’ and involves 
the return to the point of departure not just in terms 
of physical restoration to Jerusalem but also the 
re-establishment of their original status as the 
covenanted people of God. 

The Septuagint translation uses the term 
‘ Apostraphyti ' which when pertaining to the 
return from exile to Palestine has a special 
significance in reference to the salvation history. 
Here this term refers to one’s inner turning or 
conversion. 

Book of Jeremiah 

Book of Jeremiah mainly speaks of the doom 
and destruction that awaits the people of Judah 
for their failure in paying heed to the repeated 
warning from God to learn from the failures of 
Israel and to live in the path laid down by God 
through Moses and the prophets. The evil in them 
had become so rampant that God’s anger finds 
no bounds. He tells Jeremiah not to pray for these 
people (Jer 7:16,11:14,14:11) and even reinstates 
that even if Moses and Samuel were to intercede 
for Judah, his heart shall not turn to his people 
(Jer 15:1). 

Text Background 

Jeremiah spells the verdict of Yahweh’s 
judgement where he shall filter his people by 
punishing them. During this chaotic situation in 
life do these offer comfort and restoration. 
Chapters 30 - 33 of this book are also termed as 
“Book of Consolation” and they seem very unlikely 
of the nature of writing of Jeremiah whose words 
always propagated destruction. The style of 
writing seems more common to that of Hosea 
(who lived a century earlier) or Deutero-Isaiah 
(a generation later) and they contain collected 
prophecies of hope that are a moving testimony 
to the faithfulness of God in 
his people’s darkest hours. 

Reflections 

What does this verse ‘to 
return’ have to do with this 
generation? If indeed one 
needs to make a return, 
where should it be destined 
for? Finally, what are the 
benefits that one gains on Abin P. Jacob 
retum? Third Year 
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This verse makes sense only if one is able to 
answer these questions. Jeremiah’s call to return 
is a strong exhortation that calls one’s attention in 
all epochs of time. 

A. RETURN TO GENESIS - THE STATE 
OF INITIAL INNOCENCE 

The prophet calls forth to the children of Israel 
to return back. Israel as a nation is depicted as 
the bride of Lord who was redeemed by Yahweh 
from the bondage in Egypt by holding their hand 
and leading them day and night as the pillar of 
cloud and fire and established them in the Promised 
Land as the covenant people. Jeremiah testifies 
Yahweh’s testimony regarding his people as 
prostitutes (Jer 3:6) which went astray 
worshipping other God’s, n on observance of 
Sabbath (Jer 17) and by being unjust and corrupt 
in the society and thus had brought upon 
themselves the yoke of exile that witnessed 
slavery, loss of identity, scattering of the family 
etc. 

Here, Jeremiah consoles by reminding them 
to keep their hearts to the highway or the roads 
taken to lead them as captives from Jerusalem to 
Babylon because the Lord shall bring them back 
to their cities if they repent and lament of their 
previous life. 

We are the people of God i.e. “Qahal Yahweh” 
the people redeemed by the bloodshed at Calvary 
and restored by the resurrection of Christ our 
Messiah. But in today’s world where the forces 
of relativism dominate, God is mostly put on 
sidelines which again breeds contempt and inflicts 
a state of strife, concord, disharmony and 
desolation which are the visible marks of this exile. 
Hence the call to ‘return’ is inevitable and in the 
words of Buddha returning to one’s ‘initial 
innocence’ is inherent. 

Jer 4:23 describes how on the account of the 
sins of man, earth is led back to the chaotic state 
that existed before creation, by destroying all the 
beauty and order that God had made. Hence as 
creations of God it is a call for us to make an 
‘exodus into genesis \ In the Hoothomo prayer 
of the Funeral services of the Orthodox liturgy, 
we notice that the priest and the congregation 
prays for the restoration of the dead in the same 
place where the booths of the first human being 
was created by God before the fall. 

This stride into Genesis is to be seen as the 
journey of human beings from their sinful state to 
the state of ‘Theosis” i.e. the growth into the 
measure of full stature in Christ (Eph 4:13) as 
advocated by the Eastern tradition. 

i. Return to God. 


Prophet urges the children of Israel to return 
as virgins before the Lord almighty to re-establish 
the broken covenantal relationship with God. The 
state of virginity is often comprehended in a mere 
physical status of a person whereas it is and has 
to be conceived as a gift of God or as St. Gregory 
of Nyssa who states that ‘it is a calling of life to 
be pure and incorruptible’. He also says that 
virginity is the ‘fellow-worker’ and ‘helper’ of 
human beings in achieving the aim of deification. 
In the present era, when human beings live in an 
atmosphere of superficiality, self - reliance and 
equip themselves in ever straining efforts to 
quench their insatiable thirst for erotic obsession 
in all realms of life, he ends up living a life away 
from the presence of God. 

St. Basil considers virginity as a state of denial 
of one’s self ego and attaching oneself to the love 
of God. People need to remember that their life is 
just equivalent to the mist of the air (Jam 4:14) 
and all that one has is not the resultant of their 
ability or credentials but the grace of God (I Cor 
4:7). Our life itself is a gift that we possess though 
undeserving of our way of life, his eternal 
bloodshed offers us redemption and grace and 
calls us to embrace him and be the visible 
manifestations of God in this world marked by 
malice and strife by being agents of healing. A 
return marked by the holiness of life and complete 
surrender to his will just like what H. G. Paulose 
Mar Gregorios and Mother Teresa had in their 
life held dear i.e. “You are my all in all” 

ii. Return to the fellow beings. 

One of the greatest hurdles put forward by 
Globalization is the spread of a short-sighted 
profligate life style with the proliferation of 
disrupted new values of competition and 
consumerism, and profit and pleasure are 
promoted as the new morale of life that illuminates 
success and happiness. This has led to the 
demeaning of the value of life, integrity of family, 
societal ethics and sacredness of God’s gift to 
humanity. The annual survey puts forward 
shocking results of unprecedented disparity 
between the rich and the poor, healthy and sick 
which though hard to digest often fails to even 
capture the glimpse of attention of the people. 
Though science and technology claims to have 
made laudable achievements like traversing great 
unknown distances, raising the standards of living, 
it has failed severely in terms of offering a plausible 
suggestion to recuperate the umpteen numbers 
of cases of malnutrition, poverty deaths, epidemics, 
preliminary education and basic healthcare to the 
majority population on earth. On accustoming mat 
to look far and beyond what is now and here, 
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has blinded him to look at closer realities like his 
fellow-beings, their lives and issues. 

At this juncture question that Lord asked Cain 
‘where is your brother?’ should resound in our 
ears. As Christian stewards it is our responsibility 
to share the grace that is bestowed on us with 
others and work for their upliftment and 
sustenance. Holy Bible calls us forth to move for 
‘the return of the repressed and the embracement 
of the other ’ the marginalised, the dalits, the 
women etc. by embarking on the principles of 
agape, justice and righteousness and thereby 
restoring the imago dei' in our fellow-beings, the 
co-sharers in the body of Christ. 

iii. Return to the Nature. 

Human beings were created in harmony with 
their fellow-beings and nature. But with the fall, 
they lost this communion and chose instead to 
exploit and harness the nature to meet his endless 
selfish pursuits of vain glory. Called to be co¬ 
creators and priests between God and the 
Creation, human being preferred to disrupt the 
created order and beauty. The various episodes 
of natural calamities and endemics are a result of 
the lost delicate balance of the nature. Newton’s 
third law of motion seems to find its universal 
applicability in the sense of nature’s retaliation 
against the devilish endeavours of the inhabitants. 
Rising sea levels, decreasing coastline, tsunamis, 
Sandy, Katrina, Laila, loss of vegetation, famines 
etc. are just some visible forms in which nature 
reacts. In recent past many coastal areas have 
been partially or folly submerged like Maldives, 
Bangladesh etc. 

Eastern understanding puts forward a unique 
platform to re-establish this divine unity and 
harmony by calling us to be co-partners in the 
creative act of God and attain the destined cosmic 
salvation where all the created universe and human 
beings would stand before the creator to witness 
and share in the divine radiance and providence. 
This inevitable return is possible only when a 
change of heart takes place and people respond 
to the divine calling and return to the genesis and 
thus manifesting Jesus’ words “the kingdom of 
God is amidst you” 

The act of Incarnation, crucifixion, resurrection 
of Christ, sacramental life, teachings and 
experiences of our parents and teachers are the 
road signs and guideposts that help us to identify 
our situation and hence retrace our journey back 
to glory, his divine radiance from where we were 
made captives in the yoke of sin. 

B. PROMISE ON RETURN 
^ In the present Post modern era, the need for 


return seems worth pondering when there is 
something on offer upon return especially today 
when all acts are moulded to yield and earn results 
and benefits. Here Yahweh guarantees the 
Israelites a new thin g that he will create when 
they shall return to Him. The apt translation in 
reference to the context for vs. 22 is ‘a woman 
shall surround a man’. The woman implies the 
bride of Yahweh i.e. Israel and the man stands 
for the Almighty God. This is significant in the 
sense that the history of Israel puts forward a 
tradition where God always goes in search of his 
people in leading, guiding and restoring them. The 
new thing that Jeremiah assures is wherein the 
people shall repent and return to their Lord and 
after finding him, shall identify themselves with 
him. A change of heart, mend of ways is 
advocated. 

The parable of the younger son also elucidates 
the gift of eternal sonship that is restored by the 
father once he repents and returns. Jeremiah 
highlights four provisions that one gets upon 
returning to God. They form a part of the fifth 
and the last theocratic covenants as highlighted in 
Jer 31: 31 - 34. The uniqueness of this covenant 
is the provision of these benefits to all those who 
return to him. The provisions are: 

1. Regeneration: Jer 31: 33(b) states ‘I will 
put my law in their minds and write it on their 
hearts’. 

2. National Restoration: Jer 31: 33(c) says 
‘I will be their God and they will be my people’. 

3. Personal Ministry of God: Jer 31: 34(a) 
sheds light on an eternal promise of the Lord that 
every individual shall be personally administered 
by God in his ways. Jn 6:45, Is 54:13 also affirm 
to this where all shall be taught by the ‘paracletos’, 
which is a mark of close relationship of the people 
with their God. 

4. Full Justification of Sins: Jer 31:34(b) 
speaks of perhaps the greatest declaration of 
divine remission of people’s sins and extension of 
eternal inheritance to all who repent. 

These assurances upon the return should yield the 
impetus to embark upon this journey to Zion or 
‘theosis’ which is not a static event but a process 
of being transformed from degree of glory to 
another (II Cor 3:17) thereby growing into full 
stature of Jesus Christ. 

Words of Jeremiah must help us to train our lives 
and approach life with a liturgical, Eucharistic and 
an ascetic attitude which upholds thanksgiving to 
God, sharing with the fellow beings and mere 
consumption of nature thereby making this world 
a better place to live. # #

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WOMEN OF COURAGE, 
SISTERS OF CONVICTION 


Draupadi and Rizpah hail from different eras, 
different cultures and different places. They are 
women of different characters, different families 
and from different genres altogether. Yet they are 
sisters who live in solidarity with each other- 
sisters by virtue of their qualities, by virtue of their 
courage, by virtue of their determination and by 
virtue of their yearning for justice; justice not just 
to themselves but to their families as well. 

“Unless my dear ones are rendered a proper 
burial, I will neither slumber nor will I allow King 
David to slumber” 

“I won’t rest until the blood of the sinning 
Dushasana and Duryodhana has caressed my hair. 
Until that day comes, my hair shall remain the 
way it does today, unbraided, uncared for just like 
I am today.” 

Humiliation in the Hall 

Draupadi, one of the most outstanding women 
of Hindu mythology, was the daughter of the king 
Drupada of Panchala. Allegedly born out of a 
sacrificial fire, her birth was accompanied by an 
oracle declaring her “the greatest among all 
women”. In the Hindu epic Mahabharata, 
Draupadi is presented as the wife of five Pandava 
princes Yudhisthira, Bhima, Arjuna, Nakula and 
Sahadeva. 

Draupadi’s Vastrapaharanam was basically the 
immediate reason for the Mahabharata war. The 
legend goes that once as dice was being gambled 
in the great assembly hall of Duryodhana, 
Yudhisthira loses. Duryodhana stated that the 
Pandavas were now their slaves and thus ordered 

- Draupadi, the wife of the 

Pandavas to be brought 
into the hall. Draupadi 
however reacts arguing 
that Yudhisthira had no 
right to stake her in 
gambling as it was not 
allowed in dharma. 

J Duryodhana, on hearing 

Stanly David James this, became very angry 

ThirdYear and asked Dushasana, 

t_ 


his younger brother, to fetch Draupadi forcefully 
into the hall. Dushasana thus forcibly dragged 
Draupadi by her hair into the assembly hall. Raging 
with anger, Draupadi appealed to the assembly to 
raise their voice against such gross injustice. Sadly, 
the entire assembly including the Pandavas 
remained silent. Duryodhana became furious at 
Draupadi and ordered Dushasana to strip Draupadi 
off her clothes in the assembly. Even then no one 
protested. Draupadi in desperation finally cried 
out to Lord Krishna. Krishna works a miracle and 
prevents her sari from running out of layers. 

Draupadi’s reaction to the humiliation caused 
by the Pandavas’ inability or reluctance to help 
her sets Draupadi apart into a different league 
from her husbands. The epic presents Draupadi 
as displaying her individuality, strength, and 
unyielding determination both for justice and 
vengeance. Through these characteristics 
Draupadi, who is unpredictable, unwavering and 
possesses the austerity of a traditional Hindu wife 
has become a symbol of empowerment of 
women. 

Denial of Honour 

Rizpah, the daughter of Aiah and mother of 
two sons whom she bore to Saul, is a character 
buried in the pages of the Hebrew Bible in II 
Samuel 21:10-14. Rizpah, a woman of courage 
fulfills her responsibility to her family. This heroine 
moves the ‘powerful’ from their comfort zones. 

After their Exodus from Egypt, God 
commanded the Hebrew people to conquer 
Canaan completely. They were forbidden from 
making treaties with anyone as they travelled 
through the land. The Gibeonites, however, 
deceived the Hebrews into making a treaty with 
them. This treaty had been honored and protected 
for centuries, until Saul became king in Israel. In 
his zeal for Israel, Saul exterminated all foreign 
people from his kingdom, and in so doing, broke 
the time-honored treaty with the Gibeonites. Years 
later, after the unification of the kingdoms of Israel 
and Judah under King David, the land was struck 
with drought. As per the norm, David the king 
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took responsibility and ‘inquired of the LORD’ 
what it was all about. The consulted prophets of 
the Court, priests and theologians came to the 
conclusion that it was a punishment of the LORD 
for what Saul had done. David thus handed over 
the sons of Saul into the hands of the Gibeonites. 
We are not informed how they were handed over. 
But we do have information that the Gibeonites 
impaled seven of them, the sons and nephews of 
Rizpah, on the mountain before the Lord. The 
seven of them perished together. Brokenhearted, 
Rizpah gathered the bodies of the dead, spread a 
sack cloth to a rock and guarded the bodies by 
day and night from birds and wild animals. When 
David learnt of what Rizpah had done, he took 
the bones of Saul and his sons and buried them 
honorably. 

The Power of Refutation 

Draupadi and Rizpah together sing a song for 
justice and peace. They sing in solidarity, they sing 
in agony against injustice, they sing in love and 
they sing it together, “We are women, women of 
courage, united in love, sisters in 
determination, and sisters of conviction .” 
These women of courage never give up or 
compromise with situations. They respond to 
injustice and take oaths to restore justice. Their 
acts of courage cannot bring back what they have 
lost. For Draupadi, utter humiliation in a public 
hall and for Rizpah, the lives of the children of 
Saul. Their initiatives were rather to shame the 
so-called powerful- in Draupadi’s case, the 
Kauravas and the Pandavas and in Rizpah’s case, 
King David and the Gibeonites. 

War has always been seen in terms of violence, 
bloodshed, swords, metal weapons etc. The war 
waged by Draupadi however needed no metal 
weapon and the war waged by Rizpah needed no 
bloodshed. Both of them used ‘refutation’ as the 
weapon to combat the injustice that happened to 
them. These two women have used two different 
modes of communication to ensure that justice is 
restored, peace is rebuilt, and life is celebrated. 
While Draupadi resorts to confrontation, Rizpah 
seeks intercession. 

Confrontation as a Tool to Justice 

Draupadi’s refusal to come into the public place 
as a showpiece as per Duryodana’s order reminds 
us of Queen Vasthi who was bold enough to make 
such a refusal to the command of the King 
Artaxerxes (Esther 1:12). Through her protests, 


Draupadi questions the credibility of her husbands 
thus instigating them to take an oath against those 
who have caused injustice to her. Her refusal to 
braid her hair is the weapon that she uses to 
destroy the ‘powerful’- the powerful that are 
arrogant due to their power, powerful that are 
proud due to their status and the powerful that 
forget human values. 

Intercession as a Tool to Justice 

In Rizpah’s context where burial was a ritual 
which gave expression for love, we see that the 
dear ones of Rizpah are denied a burial. In the 
Bible, we read that Rizpah maintained a constant 
vigil over the seven bodies, fighting off the birds 
of the air by day and the wild animals by night. 
Rizpah uses intelligence and thoughtfully 
strategizes a plan through which she does not go 
to the space of the ‘powerful’ but in fact brings 
the culprits to her space and thus moving them 
into action. 

Pillars of Conviction 

Draupadi’s powerful words confront and 
tremble those who are gathered in the assembly. 
Her words put her husbands the Pandavas as well 
as the perpetrators of violence the Kauravas to 
shame. Draupadi’s cry leads her husbands to 
metanonia. The legend goes on that as an act of 
repentance, Bhima takes an oath to drink the blood 
of Dushasana and breaks the thighs of 
Duryodhana. The Pandava brothers follow suit. 
These oaths probably sang aloud in Draupadi’s 
ears ‘Shanti Shanti Shantihid 

Rizpah the mother and aunt, stretches out a 
sackcloth and intercedes and prays to the rock, 
meaning God (Isaiah 30:29) and the ancestors 
(Isaiah 51:1). In the Hebrew culture, improper or 
non-burial is shameful and it brings divine 
judgment. Rizpah’s determination to remove the 
shame from the family has put the king to shame, 
who was forced to move from his place and enter 
into the space of Rizpah and offer a proper burial 
to the dead ones. Rizpah’s spirituality has gained 
justice for her and peace for the dead ones. 

Draupadi and Rizpah, sisters in determination 
and strength shine today as pillars of conviction. 
Their fight was to combat injustice, their 
determination was to force their enemies to move 
to action, their conviction was to challenge the 
injustice and their commitment was to offer a life- 
a life for justice, injustice and with justice. 
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Pre-Portugese Church

Vastu sastra 
is mainly concerned with domestic architecture, 
but is applicable for places of worship. 

Influence of Temple Architectural Tradition 
on the Ancient Churches. 


Architecture, whether ancient or modern, 
is concerned with spaces and configuration of 
spaces. On that account architecture is defined

Church architecture as any other religious 
architecture had its humble origin and slow 
development. The construction of the sacred place 
of worship was normally conditioned by the need 
of the locality, the economic condition, the material 
availability, the technical know-how, the cultural 
background and the foreign contacts. During the 
initial stages of Christianity there was widespread 
persecution. Hence in the first few centuries there 
were no proper places of worship for the Western 
Christians. In Kerala though we have no evidence 
of persecution, we don’t have any evidence of 
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any church building. This may be due to the 
perishability of the material used. As far as foreign 
contact is concerned, the church had more 
dependence on Syria than on Western countries. 
Thus Syrian church would have influenced the 
architecture as they had supplied their liturgy, at 
the same time, the ancient churches very much 
resembled the local Hindu temples in their plan 
and structure. 

The general plan of churches all over the 
world is basically the same. The temple too had 
the same plan. Later in Kerala a Sala comes in 
front, serving several purposes as the 
mukhamandapa of the temple. The first church 
structure was built in a very simple form. A 
rectangular hall with a thatched roof of wood and 
bamboo was the earliest structures. 

In the second stage, major change took 
place. The nave and the sanctum were clearly 
separated. Some idea of verticality was adopted 
from Hindu temples. The elevation of the sanctum 
wall was double that of the nave. The Nave was 
spacious and there was a verandah on either side, 
to protect the congregation from heat and rain. 

The third development was conditioned 
when the Christian community grew. More and 
more churches were built. Distance from one 
church to other shrank, and the faithful attended 
the festivals and other functions at the neighbouring 
churches. To accommodate the occasional 
community a pillared portico came in front of the 
nave. This architecture later developed into the 
mukhamandapa. So a parallel development of 
temple architecture and church architecture has 
simultaneously developed in Kerala. Another 
noticeable fact is that the artisans and technicians 
were all Hindus. Christianity was a part and parcel 
of the Hindu community, and the St. Thomas 
Christians take pride even today to trace back 
their Brahmin culture. So in architecture Christians 
followed not only the general plan but also certain 
minor indigenous elements. 

One such element is the deepastamba 
of temple. It is a big granite pillar with wickholders 
all around. Churches also had deepastamba 
exactly like those of temples. Later a big granite 
cross with arrangement to hold oil lamps were 
made. The laterite or granite compound wall is a 
speciality of the kerala temples. The same 
construction is followed in many old churches. 


The evolution of church Architecture of 
Kerala developed from two sources - the first 
from the work of Apostle St. Thomas and the 
Syrian Christians and seemed from the missionary 
and colonial work of European settlers. It is 
possible that some of the temples were adapted 
as churches for services by the population who 
got converted into Christianity by St. Thomas. 
Since the early Christians lived in isolation, from 
the main centre of Christianity, they were not 
aware of the west; besides the community itself 
has Hindu background and Hindu temples were 
their models for church building. 

Early Syriac Influence 

The Christians of Persia on their migration 
felt odd in the prevailing mode of indigenous 
worship and church buildings that were totally 
different from what they had in Persia. As a result 
they could have incorporated Persian elements 
into Kerala worship and architecture, as in the 
church building traditions of West Asia along with 
the propogation of Syriac liturgy, the Persian 
architecture also creped into the mainland. The 
oldest existing Church building of Kerala belongs 
to the 8 th and 9 th centuries. 

The Syrian church would have influenced 
the architecture as they had supplied the liturgy. 
The vaulted roof seen over the altar of most at 
the traditional Kerala churches could have come 
from the churches of Syria. 

The church building was designed 
basically to accommodate the associated 
functions, like a space for the priest to lead and 
the space for the congregation. The general plan 
of church all over the world is the same, naturally 
chancel with a table (altar) and a hall for 
congregation (Nave), and this was certainly a 
Jewish influence and the general plan of all 
churches around the world resembles the Temple 
of Jerusalem. 

The traditional Kerala church also follows 
this basic plan. The chancel or the sanctum or 
altar area is called the ‘Madbaha’. The main 
assembly hall is called ‘Hykala’ (temple..syr.). 
However in Kerala there is an extra porch like 
hall, in front, called mukha mandapam. 

Kerala Church Architectural Features 


1. Indigenouse churches did not have 4 
Typical church facade but looked like 
Hindu temples 
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2. Pre-Portugese Churches were very dark 
inside because there were no windows 
in the Madabaha or hykala. 

3. Church had high compound walls around 
the premises. 

4. Materials were mainly bamboo, stone and 
wood. 

5. Had thatched roofs. 

6 . The interiors as well as exteriors were 
built of laterite and not plastered. 

7. There were porches ( 
Mukhamandapam). 

8 . There were no statues inside the church. 

9. The floors of most churches were 
plastered with cowdung as was the 
common practice in residences. 

10. There were no chairs on benches. 

11. There was no permanent baptismal font. 

According to the narration of Byzantine monk 

Cosmos, Kerala had many churches by sixth 
century A.D. According to the inscription of the 
times of Stanu Ravi by ninth century, Christian 
communities enjoyed many privileges. They also 
palyed a vital role in trade and commerce. The 
domestic buildings of the Syrian Christians were 
akin to the native architecture. But original Syrians 
who had migrated to Kerala had brought with them 
some of the West Asian conventions in church 
architecture. Consequently churches with regular 
chance and began to be built and there evolved a 
distinct style of church architecture. The peculiar 
feature of this style was the ornamental gable 
facade at the end nave end surmounded by a 
cross, amenity porch (shala), in front of the nave 
was another feature of these early shrines. 

In their external feature Syrian churches 
related some of the indigenous features of Hindu 
style. Wood carving and mural paintings, the two 
decorative media of temples are seen to be 
adopted in ancient churches also. 

The Portugese were the first to introduce 
European styles in the church architecture of 
Kerala followed by Dutch and British.They had 
introduced many innovations in the Kerala 
churches. 

Features Common to Ancient Churches 
Stambhas 

These are vertical structures as an ornament 
or as a significant structure with or without 
inscriptions. The Buddhists were the first to use 


stambhas. As for the Jains it was the 
deepastambhas 2 ov lamp bearing pillars. 

Granite Cross 

This is another structure found in ancient 
churches. The base of the cross is ornamental 
and decorative 3 . In some places the base has 
elephants carved on it. In ancient Hindu and 
Christian sculpture of Kerala, the elephants 
influenced the skill of the sculptor more than any 
other animal. In some other places there are the 
Persian crosses and are rare ones, because the 
use of Persian cross was suppressed with the 
coming of the Portugese. Many of the crosses 
made out of granite, with floral bases resembles 
in many ways the Hindu Styles of architecture. 
Vilakkumaram 

There are stambhas which bear the lamps which 
are lit at light in front of the temple . This is 
found in many churches too. There are 
considered to be saved by the Hindu and 
sometimes they are built in brose 
Flag staff (Kodimara) 

There are wooden, copper or brass 
structures created in front of the temples or 
churches to bear the flags at their topes indicating 
a festival or utsav. The height many vary from 30 
to 40 feet most of the churches in Kerala have 
the flag staff which is hoisted ceremonially a week, 
before the principal day at the festival. 

The Church Building. 

Many foreign writers say that the Hindu 
architecture at India is not so ancient and 
developed as a result of Buddhist architecture. 
So it is evident that many Buddhist elements have 
into temple architecture which in turn has 
influenced church architecture. 

The use of the word Palli ’ in malayalam 
for church building is a adoption from Buddhist. 
The place of worship for Buddhists, in Pallavi 
language is ‘Palli Hence the plan and structure 
of Churches in Kerala is Indians essentially. This 
is because of the influence of past Culture and 
traditions. It is better that we analyze the common 
parts of a Syrian Church. The Churches are simple 
structures built in stone and wood. The walls are 
made of laterite and the roofing is either tiled or 
thatched. The cross at the top makes it different 
from other buildings. Generally the churches have 
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their entrance at the west. There will be a 
6 mukhamandapa’ 4 or a porch in the front. 

The main door at the western side in 
usually ornamented with carvings and floral studs 
of brass. The 6 mukhamandapa ’ or ‘poomukha ’ 
at the entrance serves the purpose of a porch in a 
church or a temple in Kerala. 

The large wooden door at the west opens 
to the main part at the church. At the junction 
between the sanctuary and the nave, is a dwarf 
wall or railing. The sanctuary or ‘Madbaha’ is 
slightly higher or raised than the nave. 

An arch is seen at the entrance at the 
sanctorum or sanctuary. This is a result at the 
Syriac Christian influence. There is a chancel that 
separates the sanctuary and the nave. 

There is a brass lamp hung in the Ketroma 
and has similarities with hung lamps in a temple. 
In many churches we find neck-cut baptismal 
fonts. 

The Mukavaras of the mandapas are 
the very same as that of a few ancient Hindu 
temples of Kerala, built originally in Kerala style. 
This is prevalent in Kalloopara Church. This 
church building is perhaps the only one in the whole 
of Kerala which has no trace of foreign influence. 
The roofing is very much similar to the Cranganore 
Bhagavathi Temple. 

Gopuras 

Most of the ancient churches of Kerala 
posses Gopuras. A gopura is a decorated 
gateway and perhaps, a multi-storied one which 
is commonly seen in Hindu temples. The size and 
elevation of there are based on certain 
measurements and vastu principles which are 
applied in temples. 5 

Features of Ancient Churches. 

Most of the Syrian Christian Churches 
have the same type of plans. The most essential 
parts are the main body or nave and the Santum 
Santorum or the 6 Madbaha ’ the equivalent of 
garbagriha in Hindu temples. In the next stage 
of development a ‘ Mukhamandapa ’ or a porch 
was also built along with the main body and the 
main body because equivalent to antaralas 
(nalliakam) or the intermediate space. Such 
Churches had all the essentials of a huge temple- 
ardhamandapa in front the mahamandapa and 
the garbhagriha (madbhaha). The plans show 


the different stages of development in the plans 
of Church architecture. 

Most Churches have got facades which 
serves the purpose of the gable for the roof of the 
interior of the churches which slopes in two 
directions, and giving the structure an ornamental 
face which conceals the tiled roof behind. Most 
of these types of facades have the appearance of 
'gopuras ’ of the rock cut temples of the south 
with the pyramidal shapes even though the 
Christian facades are slightly Western. 

The Gopuras of the rock cut temples 
have many carving on it in front. The Christians 
have achieved there carving on their facades even 
though laterite is not as good as granite for such 
purposes. The carvings on the laterrite facades 
are not as perfect as the carvings on the solid 
granite gopuras. The facade consists of carvings 
of saints, flowers, angels and other beautiful 
religious objects and animals. But many of the 
facades of the ancient churches are gothic in style 
and is a result of Portuguese architecture. Also 
we see Romanesque style in some Churches. 

The cubical wooden pillars with octagonal 
middle part as are very popular in Christian 
architecture and Hindu architecture and confirm 
the view that the architecture of Kerala resembles 
Nepal architecture. 

Conclusion 


The ancient churches in Kerala have got 
close resemblance to the temple architecture, at 
the same time has got biblical themes and 
theological symbols either carved or superimposed 
on the structures. Signs and symbols was of 
importance even in the early Christendom and 
early church. The ancient churches in Malankara 
has got many imageries which gives out certain 
messages. 


The indigenous architecture of Kerala churches, 
which lacked facades until the coming of the 
Portuguese, immensely gains in richness 
symmetry and beauty because of the open air rock 
crosses with intricately carved pedestals and 
monolithic shafts.The motifs, message and images 
on these crosses and their pedestals display a 
remarkable degree of Indianness and Malay alee 
thanima or identity. Hence it is evident that 
church architecture was a part and parcel of the 
prevalent traditional Kerala architecture and was 
never a different entity. • • 
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Understanding of Marriage and Family 
in the Old Testament 


Introduction 

A definition to marriage given by R.K.Bower 
and GF.Knapp reads, “A lifelong and exclusive 
state in which a man and a woman are wholly 
committed to live with each other in sexual rela¬ 
tionship under conditions normally approved and 
witnessed to by their social group or society”. It is 


a covenantal relationship between two families, 
thus producing a larger kins group (Gen. 34:8-22). 
In Hebrew culture, society was built on the family 
and family in turn on the institution of marriage. 
So, when think of family in the OT, we must begin 
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with an understanding of marriage in the Old Tes¬ 
tament. 

Marriage in the Old Testament 

The opening chapters of the book of the OT 
start with the narration of creation of the first hus¬ 
band and wife, viz. Adam and Eve. This story un¬ 
doubtedly mentions that the practice was mo¬ 


nogamy. Patriarchs in the line of Seth followed 
this practice (Gen.7:7-Noah and family). But the 
line of Cain was polygamous (Gen.4:19-Lamek). 
When it is with Abraham, he had Sarah as his 
wife. Sarah being barren, she readily gave her 
maid Hagar to Abraham to have a progeny. Fi¬ 
nally we read that when Issac was born to Sarah, 
Hagar to Abraham to have a progeny. Finally we 
read that when Issac was born to Sarah, Hagar 
with Ishmael was deserted by Abraham as per 
the directive of Sarah.i.e. the children of the maid 
or concubine do not have the right of the children 
of a wife. Eater, Abraham took Kethura as his 
wife, but only after the death of Sarah. 

We have an Ancient West Asian docu- 
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ment from 1700 BCE, the code of Hammurabi, 
which states that the husband may not take a sec¬ 
ond wife unless the first is barren; he can take 
concubine, but she has no right of a wife. This 
code also mentions that if the wife is barren, it is 
her responsibility to give her husband with a con¬ 
cubine so as to continue the family. 

In the creation of the first family, what 
was the nature of the wife of Adam? Gen.2:18 
reads, ‘....I will make him a helper as his 
partner’(Oxford Annotated NRSV). Adam cre¬ 
ated out of the mud was in the image of God and 
Eve made out of the rib of Adam was also in the 
image of God. The purpose of this creation is given 
as ‘a helper as partner’. The Hebrew phrase used 
here means The one corresponding to’ or ‘fit for’ 
or ‘complimentary to’. Here the mutuality of the 
partners is emphasized. None is superior or infe¬ 
rior to the other. 

Thus, equality of the sexes is implicit from 
the beginning. Eve, ‘the mother of all 
living’(Gen.3:20) is portrayed as distinctly as Adam 
in the picture of the first couple. She is feminine 
representative of the race as Adam is the mascu¬ 
line representative (Gen.2:23). Her personality is 
as complete as Adam’s; she is as rational and ac¬ 
countable as he is. 

But after the fall, the position of the wife 
and the mother became less than equal. And the 
history of marriage and family takes a turn. The 
monogamous practice fell into disuse in Israel. We 
read that Gideon had ‘many wives’ (Jud.8:29-31). 
Bigamy is recognized as legal fact in Deut.21:15- 
17. Limitless concubines in the upper social level- 
kings and rulers have become a practice. At a 
later stage the Talmud restricted it to five. But the 
most common practice was monogamy. “The im¬ 
age of a monogamous marriage is before the eyes 
of those prophets who represent Isreal as the one 
wife chosen by the one and only one God” 
(Hos.2:4f;Jer.2:2;Is.50:1 ;54:6-7;62:4-5). Wisdom 
literature also supports the view of monogamy. 

An unmarried woman is under the author¬ 
ity of her father, where as a married woman un¬ 
der her husband. The Decalogue presents wife 
among the possession of man (Exo.20:17). But 
they were not slaves. She had power and author¬ 
ity over her husband’s possessions though he was 


her master (Abraham obeys Sarah in sending 
away Hagar with her child. Gen.21:10-12). The 
child bom in marriage belongs to father’s family. 
By marriage a woman left her parents, went to 
live with her husband and joined his clean, to which 
her children would belong. 

The practice of polygamy on the other 
hand created problem in families. To sort out such 
situations, regulations were made (Deut.21:15-17). 
This practice created families within the families. 
Thus, we could read about a mother centred com¬ 
munity in Jud.9:1 -2 

We have no clear evidence about the age 
of marriage. In the book of Kings the age of ac¬ 
cession of a king, length of his reign and the age 
of his son’s succession are given. By calculation, 
then, we may come to a certain age; 15-18 as the 
age of marriage. But later the Rabbis fixed the 
minimum age as 12 for girls and 13 for boys. 

Practice of Marriage 

The father takes the decisions about his 
children’s marriage. There is no consultation about 
this with the children. It was customary to take a 
wife from among one’s own kith and kin (Gen.24:2- 
4;Neh.l3:25). 

Engagement/betrothel is a promise of 
marriage made some time before the celebration 
of the wedding (Deut.20:7). It is a commitment 
almost as bindings as marriage. Betrothed per¬ 
sons are referred to as husband and wife 
(Gen.29:21). Violation of betrothed state is adul¬ 
tery (Deut.22:23-25). The engaged man is excused 
from going to war. Mohar (bride money) agree¬ 
ment is reached on the day of betrothal. Romanti¬ 
cism and love marriages are not alien to the 
patraiarchal world (Gen.29:20;34:3;I Sam. 18:20). 

Marriage was purely a civil contract and 
was not sanctioned by any religious rite. A written 
marriage contract is mentioned in Tob.7:13. Code 
of Hammurabi declares that a marriage concluded 
without a formal contract is invalid. In Isreal, acts 
of divorce were drawn up before exile (Deut.24:1 - 
3;Jer.3:8) and it would be surprising if contracts 
of marriage did not exist at that time, exclaims de 
Vaux. 


The Elephantine contract formula (5th 
century BCE) goes like this. Husband, “She is m; 
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wife and I am her husband from this day for ever”. 
The woman made no declaration (cf.Tob.7:11). 

The marriage ceremony has three parts: 
entry of bride into bridegroom’s house, wedding 
feast and the consummation. The chief ceremony 
is entrance. Bridegroom wearing a crown 
(Song.3:11 ;Is.61:10) is accompanied by his friends 
with tambourines and a band (I Mac.9:39). The 
bride is richly dressed and adorned with jewels 
(Ps.44:14-15), but wearing a veil (Song.4:l,3;6:7) 
escorted by her companions (Ps.45:15) was con¬ 
ducted to the bridegroom’s house (Ps.45:16; 
cf.Gen.24:67). She takes off this veil only in the 
bridal chamber. Love songs were sung in praise 
of the new couple. 

Next is the feast (Gen.29:22; Jud.l4:10; 
Tob.7:14) which normally lasts for seven days 
(Gen.29:27; Jud. 14:12) but could be prolonged to 
two weeks (Tob.8:20;10:7). The marriage was con¬ 
summated in the first night itself 
(Gen.29:23;Tob.8:1). The blood stained linen of this 
nuptial night was preserved. It proved the virgin¬ 
ity of the bride and would be an evidence if, she 
were slandered by her husband (Deut.22:13-21). 

Divorce 

A husband could divorce his wife ;but a 
wife could not. Deut.24:l speaks of divorce, but 
the reason is not very clear. Two rabbinic inter¬ 
pretations are available, viz.the Hillel and the 
Shammai. Adultery and misconduct are the only 
reasons for divorce as per the school of Shammai. 
But for the Hillel, any reason-cooked a dish badly 
or that the husband prefers another woman etc. 
could be reasons for divorce. Sirach 25:26 reads, 
“If she does not go as you direct seperate her 
from yourself’. 

The form of divorce is vey simple. The 
husband makes a declaration, ‘She is no longer 
my wife and I am no longer her husband’. In Is¬ 
rael, Mesopotamia and Elephantine the husband 
should give a writ divorce (Deut.24:l,3;Is.50:l; 
Jer.3:8). This allows re-marriage of the woman 
(Deut.24:2). Wisdom literature praises conjugal 
fidelity (Pro.5:15-19;Eccl.9:9). Malachi teaches 
that marriage makes two partners one person 
(2:14-16). Jesus also re-iterates this (Mtt.l9:l- 
^^ 5 : 31 - 32 ). 


Family 

Evidence of three kinds of family systems pre¬ 
vailed in AWA are available to us: frartiarchal, ma¬ 
triarchal and patriarchal. The Hebrew system was 
patriarchal and it still continues to be so. Genealo¬ 
gies are in father’s line. The two Hebrew words 
used to denote family are ‘bayit’ and ‘mishpahah’. 
Bayit is both place of dwelling (house) and the 
members living in there. Then, a family includes 
the ‘father’, his wife, his own and adopted chil¬ 
dren, his dependant relatives, his clients and his 
male servants and maid servants. Thus, the He¬ 
brew family is large and extensive. Here father 
had absolute authority in the family over all the 
other members. He had even the right to offer his 
children as sacrifice (Gen.22:9-10). He could de¬ 
stroy a member of the family (Deut.l3:6-10). He 
also has the responsibility to teach them (Pro. 1:8). 

Mishpahah is a little more wider term. It 
is rendered into English as clan (Jos.7:14-18) and 
is an entity between the tribe and the family (I 
Sam.9:21). A ‘feeling of solidarity’ or ‘sense of 
unity’ that comes from a shared ancestry is the 
sense of the term. In this sense we understand 
that the family in Israel is not merely a social sys¬ 
tem rather a religious community (totemic). All 
members are, therefore, obliged to protect the 
entire family through the correctness of their 
behaviour (Neh.4:14) and should fight for their 
defense. 

‘Go’el’ (to protect or redeem) is a con¬ 
cept well known in Israel, an obligation of each 
member of the family property from being alien¬ 
ated (Lev.25:25; Rut.3:9,12). Right of go’el fol¬ 
lows a certain order of kinship (Lev.25:49). 

Conclusion 

We were discussing the institutions of 
marriage and family as it is evident from the bibli¬ 
cal narratives of the OT and from a few docu¬ 
ments of the neighbouring people of ancient Is¬ 
rael. Comparing this with our practices today, we 
would be astonished to see that most of the ide¬ 
ologies and practices are the continuation or influ¬ 
ences of that old customs and rites and practices. 
Oh!Sure, we are the traditionals.

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Emerging Perspectives on Child Theology: 
IMPLICATIONS IN INDIAN CAR 


Introduction : Theologies are not new. But 
they emerge due to challenges of the context. 
Child Theology (CT) is also not new, but 
recovered from the insights of the Biblical 
teachings on children. It has a wider influence on 
the holistic dimension of development of children. 
Other ideologies & Philosophies also contribute 
to the development of children, but they are based 
on social, economic, cultural or psychological 
aspects. They lack the spiritual dimension which 
is an important component of CTs. Child 
Theologies interpreted by the Church incorporates 
spiritual, social, economic & other dimension to 
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meet the demand for the Holistic Child 
Development (HCD). 

Child in the Midst : While Jesus was 
demonstrating about the Kingdom of God, he called 
a little child & asked him to stand among the 
disciples (Mt.18: 2-6). Not much details were 
mentioned about the child there. The Child was 
used as an illustration as well as to represent Jesus 
& His concept of the Kingdom of God. Jesus tells 
the truth of being greatest in the Kingdom of God 
by the five requirements : i) Change - Change of 
mind, thinking, ambitions & attitude, ii) Become 
like a little child- innocent, dependent, obedient, 
respectful of others, harmless, iii) ‘Humble’ 
themselves, iv) ‘Welcome’ children, v) Not to 
cause the children to sin. The nature of the 
kingdom of God is indicated by the nature of a 
child. ‘ The Child in the Midst’ perspective will 
enable the Priests, Theologians and Missionaries 
to think theologically about children; their 
significance, values, dignity & needs. It will help 
them to relate to children as partners in God’s 
mission. Keith J. White, one of the proponents of 







CT, in his book “Introducing Child Theology” says 
“CT seeks always to have the Child in the midst 
of conversation & reflection as Jesus done.” 

God placed His Child (Christ) in the midst 
of people : It is mentioned by the Child 
Theologians, that the Incarnation of Jesus is the 
important theological basis and central focal point 
for CT. The incarnation of Jesus includes birth’ 
growth, death & Resurrection. The glorification 
of the incarnated child by the angels, shepherds 
& wisemen from the East were interpreted in 
traditional pattern. But here in CT, the 
hermeneutics from the perspective of a child; 
Glorification of God in the glorification of children. 

Children are created with Dignity: Children 
are created in God’s own image, endowing them 
with dignity and inherent value. 66 For you created 
my inmost being; you knit me together in my 
mother’s womb... I am fearfully and wonderfully 
made.. My frame was not hidden from you when 
I was made in the secret place. When I was 
woven together in the depths of the earth, your 
eyes saw my unformed body.” ( Ps. 139: 13-16). 
God affirmed the dignity of children by providing 
the salvation for every one. God also preserved 
and restored the dignity of children by using them 
to do His work (Moses, Samuel, Jeremiah, John 
the Baptist,the boy with the loaves and fish, etc.). 
Jesus showed his respect for children by taking 
time for them and making them a priority- even 
when the disciples had no time for them. He valued 
them by making them examples of godly values 
(Mt. 18:6) and by giving them an understanding 
of His Kingdom (Mt. 11:25). He valued them by 
accepting their worship (Ps. 8:2, Mt.21:16), and 
by protecting them- warning those who might do 
them harm (Lk. 17:2). 

Definition: Child Theology is the theological 
reflection on the nature, status, role & reality of 
children, placing the children to be at the focus. 
CT is an investigation that considers & evaluates 
central themes of theology- historical, biblical & 
systematic- in the light of the child standing beside 
Jesus in the midst of the disciples. 

CT- an Inclusive Theology: CT is not an 
exclusive theology for one group of children, but

irrespective of their caste, race, colour, creed, 
class or religion. All children are created in the 
God’s image is the basic concept. Hence CT has 
all the potentials for uniting children of all 
communities & parents for their holistic 
development. 

Goal of CT: The Holistic Child Development 
(HCD) is the goal of this theology. Hence here is 
the integration of theology & praxis, & should not 
be separated. CT is not a theoretical exercise. 
It’s rooted in the Bible and related to the Church 
with a mission dimension. Joyce Ann Mercer in 
her book “Welcoming Children: A Practical 
Theology of Childhood”, affirms that CT can offer 
an alternative vision of the meaning of childhood, 
in the world where children are treated as 
consumers. Keith J. White mentions about the 
approach in CT which respects the experience & 
voice of the subject by letting the child speak, not 
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to do something to or for the child; and the 
outcome is somehow fresh & theological. The 
translation and transformation of Biblical Theology 
in to corresponding ideas of developmental 
psychology and vice versa is found to be the task 
of CT. 

Relevance of CT : Children form half the 
population in many countries. Their positive 
development is key to the future of their families, 
communities, Church & nation. However the 
living realities of majority of children are disturbing. 
Poverty, malnutrition, poor health, neglect, illiteracy 
& the issues of abuse surround large number of 
children. WCC and UN have set plans in dealing 
with the issues of children with prior importance 
in this decade. Hence CT has a wider scope in 
this era. 

Implications in Indian CAR : CAR is the 

abbreviation internationally used to denote 
Children-at-Risk. An “at-risk” child is one who, 
while currently healthy, is at risk of developing 
learning problems, emotional, behavioral or physical 
disabilities in the future. It includes the children 
who are - abused, disabled, disaster affected, 
displaced, trafficked, in labour, in poverty, in 
pornography, in juvenile homes, in streets, of 
broken families, of commercial sex workers etc. 
The issues of children are very complex in the 
multi cultural and multi linguistic context of India. 

“Invisible Children”, the terminology is used to 
denote many categories in CAR. Children are 
conceived and grow for a few months in the 
mother’s womb and disappear due to natural or 
medical abortion. Some children are born but 
become invisible the next day due to infanticide. 
Some of them are kidnapped for money, body 
organs, and for sex-work or for bonded labour, 
from their families and vanish to an unknown place 
from where they cannot return. They are alive 
but uprooted, suppressed and kept underground, 
not to be visible. Some other childen are controlled 
by rebel armies and trained to be suicide bombers 
and thus vanish in their young life. Many children 
exist in front of our eyes but we do not see them. 
For many of us, disabled children are not important. 
Some children sit in a lonely place and shed tears 
without making their cry audible because they are 


abused or accused unnecessarily or need some 
food or financial aid or counseling. Our eyes may 
notice them but our minds do not perceive them 
as children in crisis. Some children come to school 
with sadness and hopelessness. They may not be 
able to concentrate on learning in the class room 
because of their family problems. Some teachers 
do not see their difficulties and shout at them. 
Priests deliver their sermons without seeing the 
feelings of the children who normally sit nearer to 
their pulpit. Blind, deaf and lame children try to 
cross the road waiting on the platform for a long 
time but we drive our vehicles without letting them 
to cross the road safely. Programs are 
broadcasting, telecasting or webcasting through 
Media without ‘seeing’ children. Making of laws 
and governing the state without considering the 
rights of children. Here all, children are ‘invisible’. 

“Wounding, hurting, depriving, oppressing, 
denying the rights of a child means affecting the 
image of God” says Jesudasan Jayaraj in the book 
“Children at Risk- Issues and Challenges”. Hence 
CT emphasize a greater theological and ministerial 
task for the Church in preserving the Image and 
Dignity of Children in India . The Church needs 
an open eye to ‘see’ them. 

Conclusion: CT is an emerging Theology 
which has a greater ministerial implication. Our 
Church should also consider this with utmost 
priority. We need a Holistic Child Development 
(Holistic Child Development) program by joining 
the Spiritual organizations like OSSAE, 
Balasamajam, and MGOCSM in collaborating 
with the Seminaries. Theologians should 
substantiate with the innovative perspectives for 
CT and HCD for a better future.
